Special pages are also provided for envelope stamps and a 
group of 20 special LINPRINT cover tongues for mounting special covers are 
a part of the album. Many of the pages throughout the book have special 
printed headings descriptive of the stamps to be mounted while all pages bear 
the printed heading descriptive of the issue. 

There are 60 pages in the album, so that there are plenty of pages for 
special pieces in the form of large blocks, plate numbers, precancels, plate 
varieties, choice cancellations, etc.

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The Convention

(Continued from last week) 


There was one fine frame of reve- 
nue stamps, with a nice group of in- 
verted heads in the center, and he 
was tickled at that. Said he had been 
anxious to see them for two or three 
years, and was glad of the chance of 
studying them. 

Well, things went along fine. The 
newspapers gave us nice writeups and 
we had good crowds all the time. 
Markman was all over the place in a 
quiet way. He would inspect every- 
thing the first thing in the morning 
and the last thing at night before 
we closed, and at times he would get 
out a notebook and write up some 
frame of stamps that pleased him. 

The last noon came and a lot of 
people out for lunch were dropping 
in and looking around. I was all of 
a twitter, for Markman had come to 
me half an hour before and had asked 
me to have my car at the door and 
be hanging around at sharp noon, so 
we could go for a ride in a hurry, 
Wouldn’t tell me why, darn him; just 
left me to sweat and wonder. 


There was a sudden lot of loud talk- 
ing upstairs and my ears came to a 
point. I didn’t dare leave the door, 
but as I got it afterwards some fel- 
low who was looking at that lot of 
revenues suddenly spoke up and said, 
“That isn’t an inverted head! The 
stamp is upside down. Why, so are 
the others!” 

The Chairman happened to be close 
by, and by bad luck the owner of the 
stamps was with him. They made a 
rush to the place and saw at a glance 
that the fellow was right. The glass 
had been cut out of the frame, the in- 
verts taken out and duplicates stuck 
in upside down, and then the glass 
had been neatly puttied back again. 

“The owner raised an awful row, 
and they said the place was in an up- 
roar for a few minutes, but I didn’t 
hear it. Just as the talk started 
Markman strolled up, took me by the 
arm and started for the door. In the 





ear he said, “See the guard ahead of 
us? Follow him slowly. When we get 
to a policeman stop. We'll take him 
in, drive on ahead of the man, turn a 
corner and wait for him.” 

The guard turned the corner and 
went down Fourth Street, us tagging 
after him.

“Oh, yes, we will,” smiles Mark- 
man. “You see on these stamps 
George Washington is standing on his 
head, and to see the Father of his 
Country do that is worth a lot of 
money. “Thank you very much, and 
I shall report your promptness and 
efficiency.”’ And with that he hops into 
the car, leaving the officer holding the 
man with one hand and wiping his 
own face with the other. 

Back at the Convention there was 
a mob, everyone talking at once and 
the Chairman trying with little luck 
to quiet the owner of the stamps. We 
pushed in and they jumped for us. 
Seems the Chairman had told the 
owner I was responsible for Mark- 
man, so he lit into me pretty hot. 

Markman started to chip in when 
the fellow started to talk of suing 
me, but my goat got loose, so I told 
him some things myself, and when I 
got him backed down properly I says, 
“Mr. Markman has your stamps safe 
and sound in his pocket, and the thief 
is in jail.” 

Markman hands the envelope over 
and the owner gives a whoop and 
goes into a huddle with himself, and 
then he comes up with a grin when 
he sees they are all there and O. K. 
“T was hasty, and I apologize all 
round,” he says. “May we have the 
story of their recovery and how you 
knew of the theft?” 

So we went into a room and locked 
the public out and Markman told the 
As part of my duty, he said, I 
have made several daily close inspec- 
tions of the frames of stamps. Early 
this morning I found that one side of 
the glass on that frame of revenues 
had been cut. An hour later the oth- 
er side had been cut. Then I posted

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myself down here and saw that during 
the next half hour no one went up 
who could have possibly had anything 
to do with the matter. 

But when I went up again the top 
had been cut, as I saw in passing on 
my way to "another frame where I 
took some notes. The prospective 
thief was evidently the guard. He 
had come on at 8 and was due for 
relief at 12, and it was clear that he 
would get the stamps in the quiet 
hour before noon. But I had no idea 
of the substitution trick. That was 
very clever indeed. 

The owner wanted to know why in 
thunder Markman didn’t head off the 
theft, instead of letting him get 
scared nearly crazy over the loss of 
his rarities. 

Markman said it was because he 
felt it was high time an example was 
made of someone, and the stealing of 
stamps at conventions stopped with a 
jerk. So he stayed out of sight, post- 
ed me at the door, and let the fellow 
do his job. He went to jail all right. 
It turned out he was an old time col- 
lector, was how he got the idea of 
swapping those stamps. During his 
time off he had bought duplicates 
from a local dealer, and had 7em 
hinged and ready to stick in. He cut 
the glass close to the frame, and I 
don’t believe anyone but Markman 
would ever have noticed it.

OLYMPIC GAMES SLOGAN- 
POSTMARKS 





Montgomery Mulford 





The 1932 Oylmpic Games at Los 
Angeles, California, did not bring 
forth any special cancellation com- 
memorating this great sports event 
as did the Olympics when held in 
Belgium or France or Holland. In 
fact the United States has not been 
producing such special concellations 
in the last several years as have 
other countries of the world. 

The Olympic Games were held in 
Belgium in 1920. An issue of com- 
memorative postage stamps appeared 
marking the event of course; but also 
a special cancellation was adopted, 
reading in French and Flemish, “VIIe 
Olympiade” in two lines from Ant- 
werp. 

The Olympic Games were held in 
1928 in Holland, and were announced 
by both commemorative postage 
stamps and slogan-postmarks. The 
postmarking read “IXe Olympiade 
Amsterdam 1928’, in three lines. 

Thus we have a_ world-known 
sports-event marked by cancellations 
which help to enhance an album. If, 
as it seems certain now, the Olympic 
Games will be held in Germany in 
1936, we may certainly expect another 
slogan-postmark, for Germany is a 
prolific producer of slogan-postmarks. 

The collector of these slogans may, 
in a great many instances, form an 
array that records current events. 
The Canadian National Exhibition— 
Toronto Fair—of August-September, 
1932, has already been advertised in 
this way; and there are many other 
events so advertised. 

The Belgian Olympic slogan men- 
tioned above bears an additional in- 
scription to the “VIIe Olympiade”’ 
an oblong frame. We read also, in 
three lines: 


“ANVERS 
Aout-Septembre 
1920 
Antwerpen 
Augustus-Septembre.” 


These slogans obliterating the 
Olympic stamps form a very fascinat- 
ing tie-up, as I find in my own array 
through specializing in this branch. 
Many commemoratives appear with 
sloganized cancellations—or slogan 
postmarks as I call them—that form 
a similar tie-up; as, to name one 
other, The Pilgrim centennary which 
produced the 1920 U. S. commemora- 
tive stamps that may be found (as I 
possess copies) with the postmark 
reading: “Plymouth Pilgrim Cen- 
tennary—1921 July-Aug.-Sept.-1921”, 
from Plymouth, Mass. 

The slogan collector may, in nu- 
merous instances keep atrend of cur- 
rent events by collecting these special 
cancellations that, to say the least, 
are unique. Especially praiseworthy 


and current are the Olympic slogan- 
postmarks that I have saved.

STAMPS OF FIVE COUNTRIES 
ON ONE COVER 





One of the most interesting covers 
that has ever come to the office of 
Linn’s Weekly Stamp News is a cov- 
er from Mr. J. Robertson, publisher 
of the South African Philatelist of 
Johannesburg, South Africa. The 
cover bears nine stamps and five dif- 
ferent countries are represented in 
the nine stamps. The cover has one 
of the early Orange Free State stamps 
with the V. R. I. surcharge, a Cape 
of Good hope stamp with the Orange 
River Colony surcharge, an Orange 
River Colony stamp, one from Trans- 
vaal, one from Cape of Good Hope, 
and three different Union of South 
Africa stamps. 

It is evident that in the Union of 
the countries of South Africa, that the 
use of any of the postage stamps of 
the countries making up this Union 
are permissible in the Union of South 
Africa. 


PENN STAMP WANTED 


This year marks the 250th anni- 
versary of the landing of Wm. Penn 
and the Founding of Philadelphia, 
capital of the state bearing Penn’s 
name. The date of the landing is 
credited to October 24th which hap- 
pens to be the date on which the 
new Webster stamp is to be issued 
in New Hampshire. 

Pennsylvanians are urging the is- 
sue of a Penn stamp and to a man up 
a tree, the founding of Pennsylvania 
by Wm. Penn would seem to be a far 
more reasonable excuse for the issue 
of a special postage stamp than has 
been behind many of the commemo- 
ratives of the past few years. 


THE ORANGEBURG COIL 


Coil Stamp, Scott Number 389 is 
one of the outstanding rarities in 
United States Stamps. Many collec- 
tors have noted that this stamp bears 
no price in the catalog, yet have no 
knowledge as to its rarity. 

According to the best authority, 
only about fifteen copies of this stamp 
are known to exist. There is a known 
mint strip of four, three mint pairs 
and three or four mint and used 
single copies. 

That mission mixtures pay is prov- 
en by the fact that Mr. L. G. Brook- 
man of the Iowa Stamp Company, 
Cedar Rapids, Iowa, recently had the 
good fortune to find one of these rare 
coils in a mixture of cheap U. S. that 
he had purchased. 

This stamp is referred to as the 
“Orangeburg” coil. Will someone who 
knows anything about the history of 
this coil stamp please write it up for 
the information of our readers.

than to read about the single rarities 
that are possessed and treasured by 
the millionaire collectors. We also 
believed that if we were to interest 
more people in stamp collecting and 
make more collectors that this could 
best be done by telling of the beauty 
and interest of stamp collecting and 
by talking about stamps that they 
could afford to buy rather than about 
gems that were beyond their reach. 
We did not want stamp collecting to 
appear as a rich man’s hobby, rather 
as a hobby for the everyday type of 
man. 

That it has been the custom for the 
leading stamp publications to cater 
to the 400 rather than the four hun- 
dred thousand is a fact that no one 
can dispute.

We are of the opinion 
that new customers for these dealers 
can best be made by starting at the 
bottom and by leading the collector 
through the maze and letting him 
develop until he becomes a natural 
customer for the higher priced 
stamps. This process requires years 
and our large dealers have never had 
the patience to build them up in a 
natural way. 

That some men who are high in the 
councils of Philately are awakened to 
these facts is evident. Perhaps the 
best example of this situation can be 
shown from quotations from a letter 
from Mr. Frank Sekula. This gentle- 
man is the leading wholesale stamp 
merchant in the whole world. 

The volume of business transacted 
by him is equal to that of several 
other large dealers. For many years 
he was located in New York City. He 
found this location not so desirable as 
a location nearer to the fields and 
sources of supply and since 1926 he 
has been located at Lucerne, Switzer- 
land. 

Mr. Sekula says: “I have been and 
am a believer in the fact that 1000 
small collectors who buy for a dol- 
lar each are more important than one 
big collector who buys for $25,000.” 
* * * “My attitude has been criticised 
and up to a very short time ago few 
people agreed with me, but nowa- 
days most of them do.” 

Mr. Sekula has recently been made 
the Official assignee of the Soviet 
Philatelic Association, for the entire 
world. He controls many sources of 
supply for vast quantities of stamps. 

He makes three or four annual 
trips to the United States and his 
next trip to New York will be from 
the first to the 15th of September. His 
announcements will appear in our 
publication from time to time and we

Perhaps lists 
are not interesting but they are given 
in my column for the purpose of ac- 
quainting the collector with the new 
emissions, so that, if by chance he 
knows some collector or friend who 
ean obtain the stamps listed for him 
before they are exhausted, he can get 
in touch with said collector before it’s 
too late. The cry often goes around, 
“Tf I had only known such and such 
a stamp was being used there I would 
have had George or Tom or Dick get 
me some because he gets lots of mail 
from that place.” So there you are. 


Close scrutiny of a lower right hand 
block of thirty of 1e 1917 issue perf. 
11 from York, Pa., in Type V, fails 
to disclose the slightest variation of 
any kind. Another disappointment. 


And now for some lists. Geo. A. 
Emery of Independence, Ia., shows us 
some very nice unlisted and new items. 
He has unlisted items from Independ- 
ence in the Von Steuben U-58, and 
the old 10c due in U-13 type. From 
Manchester the 20c Special Handling 
both up and normal in U-58 type. Bi- 
Centennials from Beaver Dam, Wis., 
handstamps including the 9c value and 
the 3c from Albert Lee in a new hand- 
stamp type. He also included the not 
often seen le parcel post stamp from 
Tiffin, Ohio, in its usual type. 


My old friend Joe Rodes of Gran- 
ville, Ohio, shows me the 5c Olympic 
and 1%c Bi-Centennial from Oswego, 
N. Y., in its usual handstamp type. 
I understand that the complete set of 
Bi-Centennials have been precancelled 
at Oswego. 


A last minute lot from Lawrence

CHINESE POSTAL BLOCK ADE 





Special (AP) news below may be 
the prelude to new provisionals, new 
issues, etc., or what have you. It also 
goes to show that a little matter liké 
a postage stamp has scared the Jap- 
anese into fits of anger which inci- 
dentally might result in another war. 
And then some guys say stamp col- 
lectors are imbecils! What nerve! 

Shanghai, July 26—(AP)—A Chi- 
nese postal blockade against Manchou- 
kuo tied up postal service today and 
appeared to have widened the breach 
between Japan and China over the 
northern area. ne 

The national government authorities 
announced that, in accordance with 
their plan to blockade all postal com- 
munication with Manchoukuo, 800 Chi- 
nese government postoffices through- 
out the territory have been closed for 
the last twenty-four hours. 

As far as China is concerned, Man- 
choukuo is completely isolated from 
mail service. The Chinese postoffices 
throughout China are refusing to dis- 
patch mail to Manchoukuo or to re- 
ceive mail from there except when 
the addressee pays a 100 per cent 
penalty on Manchoukuo postage. 

Japanese officials here were reticent 
about these developments, but it was 
indicated Tokyo views them most 
gravely. Shanghai is the commercial 
distributing center for the far east, 
including Manchuokuo, and the opin- 
ion was widespread that if these block- 
ades are maintained for any length of 
time, Shanghai is destined again to 
become acutely involved in the Sino- 
Jap Manchuria dispute.
